DOGGE SEEMS TO FEAR 
OUTCOME OF THE TRIAL 


Former Husband of Mrs, Morse Is 
Taken Before the District At- 
torney—Lawyers for Dodge 

Not Allowed To Confer 
with Him. 


New York, December 23.—Charles F. 
Dodge, who is charged with pefjury in 
connection with the Dodge-Morse divorce 
tangle, arrived here tonight on the steam- 
er Lampasas from Galveston and was 
taken at once to police headquarters. 

Dodge is accused of having committed 
perjury in swearing that he had never 
been served with summons in the sul 
by which his wife, now Mrs. Charles W. 
Morse, obtained a divorce and he was 
brought here as a result of the decision 
handed down by the United States su- 
preme court, which refused to sustain 
his appeal from the decision of the Texus 
courts, ordering him to tnis city. 


Dodge Tried To Jump Overboard. 

Detectives who arrived on the steamer 
with Dodge said that in his great fear 
‘over the result of his return to face a 
trial for perjury, that on the way 
from Galveston he tried to jump over- 
board, but was prevented. After that 
he was guarded night and day. 

It was nearly 5 o'clock this afternoon 
when the Lampasas reached her dock. 
Awaiting the steamer was A. N. Kaffen- 
burg, of the law firm of Howe & Hummel. 

The prisoner was in the custody of 
United States Marshal W. N. Handson, 
of the southern district of Texas, who 
had orders from Judge Burns, of the 
United States circuit court, to turn the 
prisoner over to the New York county 
authorities on his indictment for perjury. 

With Marshal Hanson were Deputy 
Marshals Wormack and Van. of Texag, 
two other epecia] |deputics; Detective. D, 
B, Jesse, representing ‘District Attorney 
Jerome, and Detective Sergeant John J. 
Harlihy. These men stood about Dodge 
ali the time and refused to allow the 
prisoner to speak to any one. 

It is said that during the voyage 
Dodge had contracted a severe cold re- 
sulting in bronchitis. Nathaniel Cohen, 
Dodge's attorney, who came with him 
from Texas, says there is no truth in the 
Published statement that his client is to 
plead guilty and give up the fight. Mr. 
and Mrs. Morse are now in Europe. 

Early in the afternoon, when the Lam- 
pasas hac been sighted, a law clerk 
appeared at the district attorney's of- 
fice and attempted to serve Mr. Jerome 
. with a notice by Dodge's lawyers, ask- 
ing that bail be fixed: at once. Mr. Jerome 
refused to receive the paper. The clerk 
Was persistent and Mr. Jrome finally 
caught him by the coat, stuffea tne nu 
tice under the back of his collar and 
put him out of his office. The clerk then 
threw the paper through the open doo, 
and left. 

In speaking of nis 
Jerome said: 

“In the first place, Dodge was not in 
this county. Besides, he was in the cus- 
tody of the United States.” 

Lawyers Cam’t See Dodge. 

District Attorney Jerome left the con- 
ference for a few minutes soon after 
midnight. B. S. Weeks and A. H. Hum- 
mel, two of the lawyers, who were en- 
deavoring to see Dodge, asked Mr. Je- 
Tome to be admitted to the conference. 

“IT demand of you the right to see my 
elient, who ig in your custody” said Mr. 
Weeks. ; 

“The men is not in my custody. Be- 
sides, he says you are not his cocnsel,”’ 
Mr. Jerome replied. 

“Well,”’ interrupted Mr. 
am his counse!l.’’ 

“Dodge says neither of you is his coun- 
eel. He says he has other counse!,”’ said 
the district attorney. 

“That raises a doubt in my mind as 
to his sanity. He has been sweated by 
those people in there for seven hours, 
and can’t be in very good shape,” said 
Mr. Hummel. 

“Dodge seemed to be in a calm frame 
of mind,” said Mr. Jerome. “He was 
all right when he made the statement.”’ 

Mr. Weeks and Mr. Hummel then left 
police headquartrs.

New York, December 23.—Following a 
day of intense nervous strain, Nan Pat- 
terson tonight is in the Tombs, il] and 
perhaps on the verge of a breakdown, but 
with constant attendance. 

The former show girl, expecting ac- 
quittal at the hands of the jury, which 
had liatened to the evidence in her trial 
for the murder of Caesar Young last 
June, went into court this noon to learn 
that the twelve men chosen to decide 
as to her innocence or guilt had been 
unable to reach an agreement—in fact, 
had divided evenly over the question as 
to whether or not she held the revolver 
which ended Young’s life. 

The jury stood six to six—half for ac- 
quittal, the other half for conviction. 
Although no official announcement was 
made further than thf{s, court house talk 
had it that of the six deciding against 
Mias Patterson, none was for conviction 
of murder in the first degree, that one 
held out for Thurder in the second de- 
gree, two for mansjaughter in the first 
degree and three for manslaughter in the 
second degree. 

Immediately after the announcement 
of the verdict was made Miss Patterson 
broke into a fit of weeping, which con- 


tinued even after she was led from the

she again wept and moaned and became 
hysterical, and the efforts of her aged 
father, the prison matron ami attendants 
to quiet her were futile.

Interest tonight centered in District 
Attorney Jerome’s future action. “He has 
not said what he will do, but it was in- 
timated that the way the jury stood may 
influence him as to a new trial. 

The jury took one ballot, according 
to the foreman, and devoted the re- 
mainder of the time to discussion. From 
first to last the division was even. For 
twenty-four hours they discussed the evi- 
dence, and one juror is quoted tonight as 
saying that one of those who stood for 
acquittal tried on the coat which Young 
wore at the time of his death, and with 
a revolver attempted to demonstrate 
that suicide was possible. 

The interest in the case was so intense 
| that the crowds which ‘nad stood outside 
'the court building all the morning pur- 
isued Foreman Harmer, of the jury, 
when he left the court after the final 
adjournment. He boarded a trolley, but 
men chased the car to fis business of- 
fice and mounted policemen were called 
to disperse the throng. 

Abraham Levy tonight issued a state- 
ment, in the course of which he said: 

“From our understanding of the law 
applicable to it and a careful analysis 
of material proofs, whicn could be re- 
garded as having any legal or logical 
relation to the case, we felt confident 
that the trial would result in the girl’s 
acquittal, and we are disappointed at the 
outcome. 


Will Never Prove Guilt. 

“We are more convinced than ever 
that a verdict of guilty never will be 
reached in the case. Whetner or not 
there is to be a third trial is a matter 
largely resting in the official judgment 
of the district attorney, whose conclu- 
sion on that-subject neecssarily will be 
affected by his legal judgment as to the 
probability of conviction, and nis more 
purely official judgment whether or not 
the county should be subjected to the 
enormous expense which the trial of 
such a case means.”’ 

After expressing his appreciation of 
the work of Judge Davis and reviewing 
the fact that tne defense did not have 
the minutes of the grand jury which in- 
dicted Miss Pattergon, Mr. Levy con- 
tinued:

Denver, Colo., December 23.—In de- 
fending Clarence P: Dixon, an election 
clerk charged with contempt in having 
permitted illegal voting at the November 
election in violation of the supreme 
courts injunction, Attorney Philip Horn- 
bein declared in open court today that 
the ballot box must have been tampered 
with since the election. 

The expert’s report had shown that 
there were 8! ballots in the box which 
were folded in such a manner as to 


show that they were not deposited singly 
in the’ usual manner through the open- 
ing in the box, 

“It is impossible,’”’ said Mr. Hornbein, 
“that any election officer put the 81 
folded ballots in that box. The supreme 
court watchers were there the entire 
day; they stayed until the morning after 
the election, when .the box was taken to 
the court house; they did not allege that 
any stuffing of the box had been done, 
and the only theory I have for the pres- 
ence of those ballots in the ballot box 
is that they were put there by some 
persons not connected with the demo- 
cratic organization.”’ 


Says Watchers Were Bribed. 

Mr. Hornbein asked the court to order 
an investigation of the men who have 
been acting as guardians of the ballot 
boxes at the court house, and at the 
state house, when they were opened for 
investigation. He intimated. that the 
watchers had been bribed and had per- 
mitted the extraction of good ballots, 
and the inseration of fraudulent ballots. 
No action was taken by the court on the 
attorney’s charge. The court took the 
case under advisement until tomorrow.

Sir: By the 
circular instruction dated October 21, 
1904, the representatives of the United 


States accredited to the several govern- | 


ments which took part in the peace con- 
ference held in The Hague in 1899, and 
Which joined in signing the act thereof, 
were instructed to bring to the notice of 
those governments certain resolutions 
adopted by the interparliamentary union 
at its annual conference held at St. Louis 
in September last, advocating the assem- 
bling of a second peace conference to 


directed to ascertain to what extent those 
governments were disposed to act in the 
matter. , 

“The replies so far received indicate 
that the proposition has been received 
with general favor, No dissent has found 
expression. The governments of Austria- 
Hungary, Denmark, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Italy,’ Luxemburg, Mex- 
ico, The Netherlands, Portugal, Rou- 
mania, Spain, Sweden and Norway and 
Switzerland exhibit sympathy with the 
purposes of the proposal] and generally, 
accept it in principle, with a reservation 
in most cases of future consideration of 
the date of the conference and the pro- 
gramme of subjects for discussion. 

“The replies of Japan and Russia con- 
veyed in like terms a friendly recognition 
of the spirit and purposes of the invita- 
tion, but on the part of Russia the reply 
Was accompanied by the statement that 
in the existing condition of things in the 
Far East, it would not be practical for 
the imperial government at this moment 
to take part in such a conference. While 
this reply, tending as it does to cause 
some postponement of the proposed sec- 
ond conference, is deeply regretted, the 
weight of the motive which induces it is. 
recognized by this government, and prob- 
ably by others, 

Second Conference Assured. 

“Japan made the reservation only that 
no action should be taken by the confer- 
ence relative to the present war. 

TAlthough ghe prospect of an early 
convocation of an august assembly of 
representatives of the nations in the in- 
terest of peacé and harmony aftmong 
them is deferred for the time being, it 
may be regarded as assured as soon as 
the tnterested powers are in a position to 
agree upon a date and place of meeting 
and to join in the formulation of a gen- 
eral plan for discussion. The president 
is much gratified at the cordial reception 
of his overtures. He feels that in 
eliciting the common sentiment of the 
various governments in favor of the 
principal involved and of the objects 
sought to be attained a notable step 
has been taken toward eventual success. 

“Pending a_ definite agreement for 
meeting when circumstances. shall per- 
mit, it seems desirable that a compart- 
son of views should be had among the 
participants as to the scope and matter 
of the subjects to be brought before the 
second conference. The 


States did not attempt to do more than 
indicate the genera] topics which the 
final act of the first conference of The 
Hague relegated as unfinished matters 
to secure attention by a future confer- 
ence, adverting, in connection with 
the important subject of the inviolability . 
of private property in naval warfare to 
the various views expressed by the con- 
gress of the United States in a resolu- 
tion, April 28, 1904, with the added sug- 
gestion that it may be desirable to con- 
sider and adopt a proceedure by which 
states nonsignatory to the original acts 
of The Hague conference may become 
adhering parties. 

‘In the present state of the project this 
government is still indisposed to formu- 
late a programme. In view of the virtual 
certainty that the president’s sugges- 
tion of The Hague as the place of meet- 
ing of a second peace conference will be 
accepted by all the interested powcrs, 
and in view also of the act that organ- 
ization of the signatories to the 1899 
agreement now exists at that capital, 
this government feels that it should not 
assume the initiative in drawing up a 
programme nor preside over the delib- 
erations of the signatories in that re- 
gard. It seems to the president that the 
high task he undertook in seeking to 
bring about an agreement of the powers 
to meet in a second peace conference 
is virtnally accomplished so far as it is

Manila, December 23.—The Pulajanes 
have ambushed and killed at Dolores, on 
the Island of Samar, a lieutenant and 
thirty-seven enlisted men of the Thirty- 
eighth company of the native scouts. 
Two thousand Pulajanes, it is reported, 
threaten the town of Dolores, and the 


perpetrate all sorts of outrages upon 
peaceful and .inoffensive inhabitants. 
“This cannot be changed at once. It 
therefore may be inferred fhat for sev- 
eral years to come there will be erup- 
tions from this source and that they will 
make raids upon the civilized Filipinos 
living in the lowlands as heretofore. 
“The commission, s0 tar as its finances 
permit, are engaged in building roads to 
open up these remote sections of the in- 
terior and to make them accessible. 
“A striking instance of the tendencies 
of these mountaineers is furnished by 
recent occurrences in the island of Samar, 
which is the third in point of size in the 
archipelago. Two months ago several

RATES ON SUGAR 
TO BE FOUGHT 


Complaint Against Number 
of Roads Filed by Wichita 
Shippers. 


Washington, December 23.—Actimg on 
a complaint from the shippers of Wichita, 
Kans., alleging that a number of large 
railroads threaten to advance the rates On 
sugar from New Orleans and that these 
as well as the published traiffs consti- 
tute a serious discrimination against 
Wichita in favor of Kansas City, St. Jo- 
seph, Omaha and Sioux City, the inter- 
state commerce commission today set a 
hearing to be held at Chicago December 
29 to investigate the subject. 

The complaint was filed with the com- 
mission by the Lehman, Higginson Gro- 
cery Company, the Whichita Wholesale 
Grocery Company, the Aylesbury Mer- 
cantile Company and W. S. Jett and 
Frank C. Wood against the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, the Mussouri Pacific, the Illinols 
Central, the St. Louls, Iron Mountain 
and Southern and the Texas and Pacific 
railroads. 

It is set out that although the distance 
from New Orleans to Wichita is shorter 
than to St. Joseph. Omaha and Sioux 
City, and although shipments from New 
Orleans to St. Joseph and Omaha pass 
through Wichita, the published rallroad 
rate per hundred pounds for the trans- 
portation of sugar in car load lots from 
New Orleans to Wichita is 25 cents and 
an advance to 47 cents ts threatened, 
whereas to Kansas City, St. Joseph, Oma- 
ha and Sioux City the rate in each case 
is 20 cents and an advance to 32 cents 
is threatened, 

The complainants allege that the rates 
charged and threatened to be charged 
are unjust, unreasonable and discrimina- 
tive in favor of the Missouri river points, 
and that the railroads violate the long 
and short haul clause of the interstate 
commerce law as well as the orders of 
the commission,

Of 
course, the Philippines government 
can make no such guarantee without 
authority of the United States con- 
gress, for in any such a case the final 
guarantor must of necessity be the 
United States government. 

We seem to have reached a stage in 
our relations with the Philippines 
when all talk of abandonment or 
transfer of those islands must be 
abandoned. If the results of the last 
two presidential elections have any 
direct bearing upon the Philippines 
question, they certainly prove that 
the American people regard the per- 
manent retention of.the islands by the 
United States as a-thing settled.

A Just Decision. 


The decision of the United States 
supreme court that an obligation to 
pay alimony and an allowance to a 
wife and children is not in the nature 
of an ordinary debt and, therefore, 
cannot be discharged in bankruptcy, 
is doubtless good law and it certainly 
contains every element of justice. 

Were it possible for an unscrupulous 
man to rid himself of this high obli- 
gation by resorting to bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, there can be no question 
that the way would be open to all 
sorts of abuses.

The bankruptcy law should receive

She is simply one of. the many little 
epecks daily picked out of the flotsam 
of humanity that are cast up on the 
shore of forgetfulness ang left to tod- 
die alone on that strange beach of the 
world’s abandoment that receives the 
impress of so many desolate foot- 
prints.

They are forced to depend 
largely upon freewill offerings to carry’ 
on their work, but their needs have 
somehow been wonderfully supplied in 
ihe past.

The city schools closed at noon yester+ 
day for the Christmas holidays, and they 
will not be opened again until Tuesday, 
January 3. 

It was the origina] plan to open the 
schools on Monday, but yesterday re- 
quest was received from Mayor Howell 
that the holidays last a day longer, so 
that the children may celebrate New 
Year’s day on Monday and not go to 


school. 

The mayor also stated as a reason for 
his request that he wanted the new 
Storr negro school to be opened on the 
same day with the others, and it would 
be impossible to get the school in readi- 
ness to begin work before Tuesday. 

The request of the mayor was immedi- 
ately acted upon by the city school au- 
thorities, and they approved of the plan 
and gave orders for the holidays to be 
lengthened one day. 

This will be glad news to the host of 
children who have been working so 
faithfully for the last few months, and 
to whom the holidays mean so much. 
The fact that they were going to have 
such short holidays, and that both 
Christmas and New Year's day would 
fall on Sunday had depressed the children 
considerably, and this lengthening of 
their freedom on the last day of school 
has brightened them up to the point 
of beginning their celebration with the 
real] holiday cheer. 

The announcement that the Storr school 
for negroes on Houston street’ will be 
opened at the close of the holidays will be 
of no little interest to those interested {n 
the educational development of the city, 
and particularly of the negroes. 

The school will consist of six school 
rooms of commodious proportions. If 
will accommodate about 360 pupils. This 
is the sixth school for negroes built by 
the city. 

Major Slaton, superintendent of the 
public schools, will be kept busy during 
the holidays making the appointments of 
teachers for the new school. One of the 
assistant principals of another school 
now in operation, will, it is thought, be 
appointed principal of the new one. 

Work on the annex to the Girls’ High 
school is being pushed as rapidly as 
possible, and the expectations are that it 
will be completed and ready for occu- 
pancy by the Ist of March. 

The annex will be on the Washington 
side of the school. It will be three 
stories in -height,’ with two recitation 
rooms on each floor, making six in all, 
This annex will accommodate about 350 
pupils. é

tory of Atlanta, and the teachers, the 
superintendent and the city have just 
cause to be proud of the work done. 

The children have attended schoo} regu- 
larly, worked faithfully and _ willingly, 
and the spirit that has characterized 
their work has made the work of every- 
body else connected with the schools 
much more: pleasant than it would have 
been otherwise. 

On account of this fact, the whole city 
of Atlanta is in a better mood to enjoy 
the holidays before it, and the children 
may feel asSured that every heart in 
Atlanta is attuned to theirs, as with 
smiles on their faces and a pit-a-pat of 
their pulses, they empty the good things 
from their tiny stockings.

Amendment proposed by Georgia School 
of Technology: 1 ’ 

“No individual or association’ shall be 
tried for any offense uQtil they have been 


furnished a copy of the charges and the

name or mames of the party or parties 
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making the same, and no penalty shall 
be imposed until the accused has had at 
least two weeks to reply to the executive 
committee.”’ 

Both were tabled, not because they were

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, December 23.—B

‘Holiday trade and retail business gen- 
erally hold the center of the stage, whole- 
sale business and speculation in stocks 
and staples quieting down. Iron and 
steel displayed activity and strength, and 
there were still further adviances on 
crude and finished products. On the other 
hand, the drought in the upper Allegheny 
mountain region and in New England 
affects blast furnace operations, coke pro- 
duction and the output of paper and other 
mills.
